DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2/07/05 
has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

In the amendment filed with the RCE on 12/7/05, claim 1 was amended and new 
• figure 5 was added. Claims 1-23 are currently pending. 

Drawings 

The new drawing of figure was received on 2/04/05. The drawing is approved 
and the drawing objection withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-23 are allowed. The subject matter of the independent claims could 
either not be found or was not suggested in the prior art of record. 

With respect to claim 1 and its dependent claims, the subject matter not found 
was the biasing element in communication with the pressure sensor and wherein the 
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pressure sensor communicates with the biasing element to cause the biasing element 
to exert a biasing force against a first surface of the blocking element in combination 
with the other elements (or steps) in the claims. 

With respect to claim 17 and its dependent claims, the subject matter not found 
was the pressure sensor comprising a vent port on the housing, wherein the vent port 
has a conformable membrane surrounded by a reference pressure chamber in 
combination with the other elements (or steps) in the claims.
